By Do n Wa lto n 
Gov Ralph Brook.s Monday 
night announced the veto of 
two salary bills, including one 
to hike the pay of Republican 
Lt Gov. Dwight Burney. 
At the sa me time, the g o v ­ 
erno r Info rmed the l^eg isin- 
ture o f a po licy which will 
g uide him In co nsidera tio n o f 
sa la ry bills this sessio n, a 
po licy which ev idently spells 
tro uble fo r a ll s a l a r y In­ 
crea ses. 
Brooks wrote* “ Fntil such 
time as the people of Ne­ 
braska authorize salary in­ 
creases 
for

legislative 
body, this office cannot look 
favorably upon 
s a l a r y in­ 
creases for others.” 
Own Pa y Hike 
Included, the governor said, 
is a proposed salary increase 
for the governor which, he 
said, he intends ‘To view . . . 
in the same light as I have 
viewed the proposals herewith 
returned to you.” 
Vetoed Monday night were 
I,B6.19, which would Increase 
the lieutenant governor’s sal­ 
ary from $1.744 to $3,000 a 
year, 
and 
LB.516, 
boosting

c o u r t judges 
from $6.600 to $8,.500. 
A bill to raise the governor 
from $11,000 to $14,000 is still * 
pending. 
Brooks wrote in his veto! 
message that he viewed vot-i 
ers’ refusal to raise the sal­ 
aries of legislators as “a dem­ 
onstration of their .sentiment 
with reference to salaries of 
other con.stitutional officers.” 
“ Our state employes are in 
one of the very lowest salary 
brackets for the work which 
they do and yet we have been 
unable to establish a civil 
service system which would 
tend to better the term s of 
employment and give them a 
much needed sense of secur­ 
ity,” the governor pointed out. 
. . until such time as the 
salaries of all state employes 
can be adjusted to a proper 
level, as well as the salaries 
of the Legislature, we should 
e x e r c i s e con.siderable re- 
.straint in our expenditure of 
public funds m this area.” 
A Brooks bill which would 
place state employe.s under a 
civil service system was killed 
last week.

Businessmen Hear Program 
To Hasten 5-State Growth 


A program directed toward 
development of industry in 
the Northern Plains area was 
outlined Monday to some 30 
Lincoln civic leaders. 
Dr. Randall T. Klemme of 
Omaha, director of the arca­ 
de velopment department 
of ! 
the Northern Natural Gas Co., 
explained his company’s pro­ 
gram to members of the Lin­ 
coln Industrial Development 
Corp. and the Chamber of 
Commerce’s business expan­ 
sion committee. 
Northern, he said, is help­ 
ing compile a register which 
will list industrial facilites of 
firms in the area. 
Each will be requested to 
supply information regarding 
its own facilities. This will be 
transferred to electronic tab­ 
ulating cards so as to be im­ 
mediately available to inter­ 
ested parties. 
The 
register’s 
purpose, 
Klemme noted,* is to aid in 
the development of existing 
industry 
in 
the 
Northern 
Plains area, which includes 
Nebraska, Kansas, Minneso­ 
ta, South Dakota and Iowa. 
A manufacturer in Omaha, 
for instance, might now send 
to Cincinnati for a part, un-

Th e paper mills are jumping with joy

Of course. It c ou l d 
h av e lieen th e portion 
of any **i” in any newspaper and th e in­ 
dustry would h av e been Just as h appy with 
it. You may be unable to imagine wh at 
earth ly good could come from taking a pic­ 
ture of th e dot in an "i” but such lack 
of imagination would merely sh ow th at you 
are not up on th e latest research of th e 
newsprint industry. 
Being an industry closely related to news­ 
papers, we naturally h av e a selfish Inter­ 
est in th e matter. Actually, th e big th ing 
In th is picture Is th at th e portion of th e 
letter ph otograph ed h at been 
magnified 
2,7 00 times. Th e sh ot Is not called a ph oto­ 
graph , but rath er, a ph otomicrograph and 
If made by a new electron microscope. 
Th e tremendous enlargement ach iev ed 
permits th e analysis of newsprint in th e 
most minute detail. It sh ows th e div ision 
of wood fibers with in th e paper, th e coarse­ 
ness of th e fibers and th eir general struc­ 
ture. It permits th e study of h ith erto un­ 
known factors affecting th e opacity, printa- 
bility and usability or workability of news­ 
print. 
★ 
Th is isn't th e only place in wh ich th e 
newsprint industry is pioneering in research . 
Anoth er important project 
inv olv es th e 
transportation of tim l^r from forest to mill. 
Now floated in log form, th e new th ough t 
is to cut th e logs into one-inch ch ips and 
send th em th rough an eigh t-inch pipeline 
to th e / mill, using water as th e carrying 
agent. 


O. h OHLLft 
Of emirse, th ere are a lot of eompllea- 


llofi.s to t h e program, including such th ings 
as winter freezing and deterioration of th e 
ch ips h ut th e project offers substantial h ope 
of cutting costs in newsprint production. 
Th e newsprint industry is just one of th ou­ 
sands of industries wh ich are push ing re­ 
search today. 


★ 
If it were not for th is fact, America’s 
standard of liv ing would be much lower 
th an It is. For one th ing, th e products found 
in I .S. markets today would not be th ere 
were it not for continued research by indus­ 
try. Secondly, far fewer |x*ople could af­ 
ford th ese products ev en if th ey were th ere 
if it were not for improv ed production prac­ 
tices wh ich come from research . 
Th e cutting of production costs is one of 
th e big elements of research . It is sort 
of th e payload for research — th e th ing 
wh ich makes it pay off in dollars and cents. 
And th at kind of a payload is a “ must” 
under our economic 
system. 
Someth ing 
h as to pay for research and th e sav ing 
of priKluction costs does it. 
It also .sh ows th e growing importance of 
th e role of th e scientist. He is coming more 
and more into th e fore­ 
front of industrial plan­ 
ning. He is an impor­ 
tant part of decisions 
made on marketing, 
production setups and time sch edules, and 
oth er subjects. Th at th is trend will con­ 
tinue is with out any doubt — leav ing an 
attractiv e profession open to th e young peo­ 
ple today wh o are considering wh at th ey 
h ope to make of th eir future. Th e trend 
also points up anoth er important fad, th e 
need for basic research . 
Part of th e U.S. problem in science h ai 
been th at too much brain work was going 
into applied science such as th e work done 
by th e newsprint industry and oth ers. Th is 
h as left a sh ortage in basic science wh ere 
th e mind is applied merely to th e pursuit 
of unknown facts for h owev er and wh er­ 
ev er th ey fit into th e .sch eme of th ings.

Scientist 


DonT Follow Russia 
Of all th e differences standing between 
Communist Russia and th e United States 
both sh are th e common distaste for th e 
small acreage, family-sized farm opera­ 
tion, it seems. 
Collectiv ization is properly with in th e 
framework of Communist th inking wh ich 
nationalizes production and reduces opera­ 
tors to noth ing more th an directed workers. 
But it is not a principle upon wh ich th e Unit­ 
ed States built itself. Here th e emph asis 
h as always been on indiv idual ownersh ip 
©f properly and upon indiv idual initiativ e. 
Wh eth er collectiv ization is done th rough na­ 
tionalization of th e land or by gath ering 
it togeth er by a priv ate minority indiv id­ 
ual, opportunity and widespread property 
ownersh ip is defeated. 
Before th e United States goes furth er in 
div esting small ownersh ip it sh ould examine 
th e frustrations of Russia. 
Th e Russian rev olution h as failed most 


signally in its efforts to disposses th e small 
farmer. Wh ere it took th e land by force 
it was unable to bring forth th e produc­ 
tion it anticipated. After 42 years of Com­ 
munism, inadequate supplies of food and 
fiber are still plaguing th e country. Th e 
reason is th at no law can substitute for th e 
incentiv e of th e indiv idual desire. 
Russia is finding th e same frustrations 
In its satellite countries. At th e outset it col­ 
lectiv ized th e farms of Poland and Hun­ 
gary and 
met with 
failure. 
Indiv idual 
farms h ad to be restored to quiet th e peo­ 
ple and to regain production. 
Now Russia is trying to collectiv ize 
again, but th is time subtly. It is granting 
subsidies and special fav ors to win re­ 
cruits. It is not getting v ery far. 
With such ev idence of failure, American 
leadersh ip sh ould quit toying with all ag­ 
ricultural programs tending to operate 
against th e family sized farm. 


Vanishing 
Th e editor of Parade Magazine touch ed 
on a subject near to th e h eart of America 
wh en h e asked support for President Eisen­ 
h ower’s request for $7 50,000 to preserv e th e 
Gettysburg battlefield. 
Congress h as th e appropriation under con­ 
sideration. Th e need for it rises from th e 
encroach ment of 
commercial 
interests. 
Homes, stores and ev en industrial instal­ 
lations are obliterating portions of th at h is­ 
toric field. 
Th e federal gov ernment already owns 
some of th e h istoric ground, and of course 
maintains a national sh rine containing th e 
military grav eyard on Cemetery Ridge. 
But th e th ree day battle swept th rough th e 
town from th e north and west and finally 
came to a close in a sev eral mile area 
south of town. Much of th e land h as been 
priv ately owned and in th e course of years 


Gettysburg 
h as ch anged h ands and ch aracter of use. 
Gettysburg is no longer a farming com­ 
munity and it is not to be expected th at 
th e v aluable acres th ere can be made ex­ 
empt from ch ange with out federal purch ase. 
Th e nation 
sh ould 
h av e 
acquired 
th e 
ground long ago, and h enceforth ev ery year 
w ill make it h arder and more costly to get. 
Th is disappearance of great battlefields 
is going on in oth er places, too. On one 
summer Sunday in 1862 more th an 10,000 
Union and Confederate soldiers gav e up 
th eir liv es on th e slopes of Antietam creek 
at Sh arpsburg, Maryland, and now h ousing 
dev elopments are creeping ov er th at h al­ 
lowed soil. 
Present day America was made on th ose 
great fields in th e terrible agony of a dedi­ 
cated generation. Th is ground is not th e 
same as oth er ground and sh ould not be 
allowed to ch ange for any price. 


It is almost h ard to find anyth ing v ery 
good about th e spring of 1959. Weath erwise, 
it h as been as unpredictable and generally 
unpleasant as it could be. 
Rainfall h as 
passed th e stage wh ere one could ph ilo­ 
soph ically say th at at least it was good 
for th e farmers. It is ev en giv ing th em fits 
on getting into th e fields and crops planted. 
Just about all th e tender garden plants 
h av e been frozen. Th e beans are brown 
and dying and tomato plants h av e with ered 
away to noth ing as a result of too cold 
temperatures. Lawns are so saturated th at 
fertilizers appUed lately could not ev en be 
soaked in. Seeds h av e also h ad a h ard time 
germinating. 


Spring' s Been Tough 
And now, along comes th e Humane So­ 
ciety with its warning to dog owners th at 
efforts to keep th e pets off th e streets will 
be doubled. A new truck h as been acquired 
to aid in th e stronger enforcement pro­ 
gram. From many points of v iew, th is isn’t 
v ery encouraging news but it, unfortunate­ 
ly, is one of th e h ard facts of life today. 
As much as you migh t like a dog and 
as v aluable as th ey may be in th e raising 
of small boys and girls, th e city just isn’t 
th e place for th em. Understandably, th e 
lawn and garden fanciers simply refuse 
to put up with th e destructiv e tendencies 
of someone else’s pet. 
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It is a loss h ard for any community to 
adjust to wh en men such as Joh n H. Agee 
die. His life h as been spent in a construc­ 
tiv e pursuit of business and civ ic interests, 
as well as h is ch urch and family associa­ 
tions. As well liked as h e was well known, 
Mr. Agee’s death leav es a v oid th at will be 
long in closing. 
He was a pioneer in th e field of communi­ 
cations, h av ing organized an independent 
teleph one company in 1904. Trained in th e 
legal profession, h e followed it 
to r a time, 
also, as well as v arious financial interests. 
Despite th e range of business interests h e 
maintained, h e found time to dev ote many 
h ours to a v ariety of community affairs. 
His is th e kind of unselfish leadersh ip on 
wh ich th riv ing communities are built. Both 
h is ach iev ements and th e spirit with wh ich 
h e attained th em will long be remem­ 
bered. With out such men as Mr. Agee, 
th e world would indeed be a far less pleas­ 
ant place in wh ich to liv e.

WASHINGTON-Th e stern 
v isage and powdered pom­ 
padour of George Wash ing­ 
ton seemed to h ang ov er th e 
h earings of Adm. L e w i s 
Strauss last week. Th e pre­ 
cedents h e allegedly set forth 
for restricting information to 
Congress were quoted, as 
th ey h av e also been quoted 
repeatedly 
by 
th e 
Eisen­ 
h ower administration in re­ 
peatedly narrowing th e in­ 
formation giv en to Congress 
and th e American people. 
Th e interesting question, 
h owev er, is exactly w h a t 
Wash ington did do as first 
President of th e U n i t e d 
States th at giv es Mr. Eisen­ 
h ower and h is cabinet mem­ 
bers th e excuse for w it h - 
h olding all sorts of informa­ 
tion as a matter of “execu­ 
tiv e priv ilege’’—th e glorified 
label for secrecy. 
Th e question is important 
because • righ t now s om e 
senators, such as .loe O’Ma- 
h oney of Wyoming and Tom 
Hennings of Missouri, feel 
th at a v ote to confirm Ad­ 
miral Strauss as secretary of 
Commerce is a v ote to make 
official and permanent h is 
refusal to answer congres­ 
sional questions, th us per­ 
manently narrowing th is al­ 
ready narrowed field of in­ 
formation. 
How much Ike’s legal ad­ 
v isers and Admiral Strauss 
h av e really dug into th e pre­ 
cedents set by George Wash ­ 
ington is not known, b u t 
it’s suspected 
th at eith er 
th ey h av en’t done much or 
else th ey h av e conv enient 
memories. For Ike’s No. 1 
legal adv iser. Attorney Gen­ 
eral Bill Rogers, wh en coun­ 
sel for th e old Truman in­ 


v estigating committee, used 
to argue emph atically from 
th e oth er side of th e table. 
He 
maintained 
th at t h e 
Wh ite House h ad to supply 
information to Congress.

One man wh o h as dug into 
th ese secrecy pr e c e de n t s 
h owev er, is Russell Wiggins, 
executiv e editor of th e Wash ­ 
ington Po.st and Times Her­ 
ald, President of th e Ameri­ 
can Society of Newspaper 
editors, 
and 
a 
relentless 
seeker of th e truth . 
His 
painstaking 
research 
i s 
h igh ly rev ealing and sh ould 
be required reading for Ad­ 
miral Strauss and oth er cab­ 
inet members wh o balk at 
answering 
questions 
from 
Congress. Th ey will find it 
in th e Federal Bar Journal 
for January, 1959. 
Th e first and major test 
of wh eth er President Wash ­ 
ington was to giv e embar­ 
rassing information to Con­ 
gress came after General St. 
Clair’s force of 1,400 men 
was surprised by an Indian 
attack near Miami, Oh i o, 
on .Nov . 3, 17 91, with a loss 
of 900 men. Th e disordered 
defeat was h igh ly embarrass­ 
ing to th e executiv e branch 
of gov ernment but th e House 
of Representativ es passed a 
resolution to inv estigate, and 
demanded th e records. 
As Editor Wiggins sums 
it up: “Th e House demanded 
th e 
papers. 
Th e 
Cabinet 
agreed th at th e h ouse migh t 
institute inquiries. It th ough t 
it migh t call for papers. It

Russillo, Terry Squabble 
Over Omaha Interstate Issue 
Controversy in Omaha over 
the Interstate Highway, espe­ 
cially as to money paid for 
land taken for the route’s 
right of way, received an air­ 
ing in the Nebraska Legisla­ 
ture Monday. 
Sen. 
Michael 
Russillo of 
Omaha Monday charged Sen. 
Terry Carpenter of Scotts­ 
bluff with attempting to pit 
“ rich against poor” in “ inject­ 
ing himself” into the Omaha 
m atter. 
Payments made for land 
taken for the Interstate High­ 
way have nothing to do with 
the “ basic issue” in Omaha— 
whether the Interstate should 
run through downtown Omaha 
or by-pass the city—Russillo 
declared. 
Fo r Inco nv enience 
Carpenter responded in 
a 
speech in which he contended 
that Department of Roads, in 
considering “ severance dam­ 
ages” incurred by property 
owners whose land is taken 
for Interstate, has been pay­ 
ing only for the “ inconven­ 
ience” of “ the rich.” 
He said there is a co nflict 
within the Highway Depart­ 
ment itself o n the matter o f 
awards fo r sev erance dam­ 
ages **and no eo -o rdinatio n 
between the go v erno r’s o ffice 
and the department as to po li­ 
cy .** 
“If the Highway Depart­ 
ment wants to pay severance 
damages on Pacific St., I 
want them to use the same 
formula in South Omaha and 
Alliance,” Carpenter said. 
The “ Alliance” reference 
stemmed fro m an earlier dis­ 
cussio n o f a co ndemnatio n 
actio n inv o lv ing a Carpenter 
filling statio n at Alliance. 
TV References 
Russillo called attention to 
an Omaha television station’s 
references to property ob­ 
tained by the State Highway 
Departm ent from Ben Cow- 
dery* vice president ol the 


World Publishing Co., pub­ 
lishers of the Omaha World- 
Herald. 
Some persons “ who try to 
discredit the World-Herald” 
say “ there must have been 
.some kind of collusion,’* Rus- 
sillo said.

Russillo said the Cowdery 
property on Pacific St. was 
appraised in original form at 
$ 108,505.
